ELYRIA—Theodore Walker, who has 


been acting as chief of police during the sus- 
pension of Chief King, began mandamus pro- 
ceedings in the court of common pleas this 
morning to secure his salary as a lieutenant 
of police, a position he occupied when Mayor 
Grail appointed him chief. 


The action is begun against the City of 


Lorain, Mayor Grail, City Auditor Charles 
Patterson, City Treasurer C. J. Standen, 
Safety Director Harry Shiff, and the mem- 
bers of the Civil Service Commission. 


He alleges that his pay has been held up 


as lieutenant of police since the 20th of July, 
last, until his status in the department could 
be determined by the court. He claims $160 
per month for the latter part of July, all of 
August and September, the first half of Oc- 
tober at $92 and thereafter at tjie rate of 
$192 per month. The court is asked to com- 
pel the payment to him of this salary with- 
out further delay. A restraining order is 
also asked to prevent the Civil Service Com- 
mission from removing his name from the 
eligible list of the police department for 
qualified service.

like the salivary secretion, just enough to fulfil its 
function. 


The necessity to expectorate frequently is proof of 


disease. 
No absolutely healthy person has any excess 


of secretion.

The Indigo Bunting ia often mis- 


taken for the Bluebird, as they suil 
so prettily over fields of grass or 
grain. 
The female is clad in 
a 


very demure suit of brown, 
with 


white underneath, whide the male 
wears a suit of the 
most intense 


blue, deepening to almost purple 
on his head. 
This is their attire 


when they arrive from the tropics 
about the middle of May. 
They 


lo\e a low thicket, or a brush- 
Krown fence-row, 
and 
here they 


build their nests in the low bushes, 
near the ground, and raise but one 
brood of little brown birds. 
The 


male bird soon changes his suit to 
match that of his mate, and in

Immediately after the armistice attention 
repeatedly called in press and pulpit to the 


ncreased interest of Americans in religion, in 
•church and in church affairs. Nevertheless, the 
'•aggregate number of communicants gained by 
the Protestant churches in 1919. the year follow- 
ing the cessation of war, was small—fewer than 
44,000. 


A surprising situation is disclosed b}- the 


membership figures for 1920, gathered by Dr. H. 
-K. Carroll for the Christian Herald. \Vhether 
due to the reactions from war, to natural growth 
in population or to a variety of undefined causes, 
the gain in membership in 1920 reached 667,000. 
Naturally, the increment of population can ac- 
count for only a small part of this tremendous 
gain from one year to the next. It would seem. 
indeed, that to the sobering effects of a great war 
must be attributed a considerable part of this 
thickening of the ranks of The churches. 


But the additions to membership do not r-on- 


stitute the only indications of renewed and in- 
creased interest in religion and the church. The 
church is playing a constantly growing part in 
the practical affairs of men. It is, by the temper 
of its clergy, more nearly fitting itself for appli- 
cation to the every day needs of r-ommimities.
